Miss Elizabeth Richmond, formerly 
employed by Mrs. Stanfor* as a maid, 
is said to have declared to the police 
that It -n-as Butler AVIlUam Mo'Whlnney 
who opened the bottle of mineral wat-ir 
on the occasion 1- of -the'; attempt to 
poison Mrs; Stahfof a last'! January, she 
said she 'carried one" of. the bottles to 
Mrs. Stanford arid that the other was 
Intended for Miss Berner. Mo'Whlnney 
succeeded Beverly as butler, and had 
been In Mrs. Stanfprd's ser\'!ce for Ave 
weeks' prior to the first attempt made 
to poison her. 

Worried Over Chinaman. 

It has been learned today that Mrs. 
Stanford had been worried for a num- 
ber of weeks before the attempt was 
made to poison her on January 11 by 
an Insane Chinese named 'Wotiff Toy. 
The fellow wrote her a letter In which 
he demanded that she give him |30,000, 
which he said he had on deposit In the 
r,elnnd Stanford University Trust 
Hank, a mythical instltatidn. The man 
bung around till he was "irrested. He 
was sent to an Insane asylum on Feb-

"All assault by the Japanese on Kan- 
dclisan was repulaed.

•AS ShunshuUe and Chankeliezy. having 
forced the Japanese to retire. Near 
Oubenepusa the Japanese retired to 
their former positions. 

"Our troops, after some lighting, took 
.possession of a hill near Kurlatze, dom- 
inating the surrounding counti y."

.\hikden. March T.— The oullilies of 
I^'ield Marshal Uyiuna's strategy have 
been well deliued since XIarch 1. While 
nwiintaining a .series of energetic at- 
tackii ou the eastern front and demon- 
strations on tho centre, the Japanese 
made their principal stroke westward, 
the chief effort being to break through 
the triangle of Ulinpu, Madypau and 
Erthatitza, thus severing the eastern 
.irniy and the frontal force from MiiU- 
(len, and threatening a f\irthor advam-e 
to the northwest to deprive the Uus- 
sia'iis of the road by which to retreat to 
'IMe pass. Against this plan Geu. Ku- 
lopatkin decitleil lo accept battle, both 
on the front and west of Mukden and 
ordered an attack. 

beginning at dawn March 1, there 
was a terrilic artillery lire and rain of 
missiles from ten batteries on the 
ground between .Xuigantuii aud tllinpu. 
.\iajor-Gon. 'i'seriiitsky 's battalions 
fought liereoly to .-^ave Mukden. Tho 
Jaiianeso threw themselves bodily upon 
the regiment and <lrovo it eastward, oc- 
cupying the railway bed near I'^rthtaitsu. 

Toward evening tlie fighting slacken- 
ed on the railway and the cannonading 
\Mis stilled, but in the twilight tin) Kiis- 
sians by « brilliaut attack captm'ed I'od- 
vaza and I'adaotun. Throughout the 
night the same rcgimont.s were engaged 
in demonstrations, resting regiments 
and batteries. 

Fight of Terrific Grandeur. 

At dawn on March t> began a (iglit 
of terrific granileiir which might he com- 
pared to a hail storm of lead and bul- 
lets jieltiug mercilessly down the whole 
limy t-svcnty miles long. 

Through this inferno .Tai)anese and 
Russians charged and counter-chargeii, 
and though some of tliese have been 
pounded by ..batteries continuously for 
si.'c days, they fought with anuiziiig lie- 
termination aud ' firmness. Regiments 
were reduced to companies and compan- 
ies to squads. But these managed to 
unite and vied ^\■^th fresh troops in the 
columns which they re-entered in the 
fray soutli. of Kushantun. About Had- 
japu, .sanguinary fighting was kept up 
until nightfall. Tlie Japanese were de- 
leriiiiiied to break through at this point. 

The soil of the river valley is thickly 
siiwn ^vitll bits of slirnpiiel casing and 
I'hiiaks of shell of large and small cab- 
bre covered in |iiiic(.'s with green oxide 
resulting from the exidosion of tho 
shells.

FIGHT ON RIGHT FLANK.

— The sixth (\i'y of the 
battle on tlie Russian ri),'ht Hank raged 
with undiminished vigor from dawn 
till darkness. The Japanese made good 
their position at Tacha .-111(1 i)uslied the 
lines north the same as on Sund.ay, four 
miles from the main battle, though ap- 
iiarently no nearer.

' There can be no compromise at Ot- 
^'•tam. on the question of separate 

' 'scliools ill the Nortliwcst Territories. No 
laodificiitions or qunlilic.itioiiK of Uio 
<-liuisos iiitrudiU'od into Ihe bill for I'ro- 
viUL-iai iiutonouiy by Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
(iev ^vlll meet the constitutionnl rcquirc- 
TOents. 

Tho situntioii deiiuiiuls that thi» Dom- 
inion shoiikl l-:'.'Oi> its liaiuls ofT entiroly. 

1 1 limy 111! said that thiH is a -matter 
11i;it afl'oefs tlio Nortlnvest 'IVrritories 
only, and is, ihei-eforc, of a secondary 
• .interest to tho iit'oplo of the otlior I'ro- 

' -T^nces. Not so. It involves a principle 
of eqiiiiil inleroatto the peoiile of all tho 
Provinces. It is a Dominion matter so 
long as it is being discussed iu the Doui- 
. inioa J?arliaEient. 
XiNor does it "Invblvo a" discussiou as to 

- „,!Wliet her separate schools nre right or 
,yvrou(:. That is an entirely dilTcvent 
inattcr. A uum who is an ardent suii- 
<i>(>rter of separate schools can logically 
take as strong a ground on the ques- 
tion of the interference of the Dominion 
aH cnu tlioir bitterest opi)onent. In fact, 
■Sir Wilfrid Laurier himself, admittedly 
a firm adherent ot the principle, oppos- 
ed, and we may assume' conscientiously 
opposeil, the measure for remedial Icjris- 
hition in :Manitoba, introduced by the 
Inheral-Cotiservative Govcrnmeut. 

Section D;-; of the British Xorth Amer- 
ica Act providers that tho Lcsislaturo 
may cxi-lusively make laws in relation 
fo education, subject -and accordinR- to 
certain provisions. These provisions 
are set out in sub-siH'tioiis 1,2,;! and -i. 

Sub-seetion 1 provides that nothing in 
the Jaw shall prejudicially affect the 
rights or prifiieges., or ■ denominational 
schools, wbicli any class of persons have 
by bn\- ill. the iProvince; at the time of 
lUniou. 

Sab-section 2 relates .entirely to Que- 
bec and need not be considered here. 

Sub-sei'tioii '5 provides that an appeal 
.shall lie to the Covernor-deiieral in 
•Council from any act or decision of ii 
IProvittcinl GorernTneut ofiectlng the 
rights or privileges Of the Protestiint or 
Ilomaii Ciitliolic minorities. 

Siib-sct-tidu ■! provides, in case the <lue 
esecutioa of the provisions of Section 
'SS'.dri^iiiot carried out, or the decision 
oic the Govemor-Genernl in Council on 
nppeal is not <lnly exccnted, that iu 
every case; and as far only as tho cir- 
cnnistauces of each case reqnire the Par- 
liiunent of Canada may nialce remedial 
laws. 

(■ Iu respect to sub-section 1, it is ad- 
■ Tuittcd that (ienominational .schools do 
exist in the Northwest Territories by 
law, and, therefore, their, oontiiuiance, if 
desired, is jiioumbent upon the I^egisla- 
. tures.of the new 'Provinces. 

*The •crux of ' the whole question lies 
in this fact, that the British North Am- 
«>ric:i Act lias alieady made all the pro- 
Tisions necessary for the protection of 
ireUgioua antiiorities in the Northwest, 
and such protection becomes the duty of 
tho Province.') and not of tho Dominion, 
except as a measure of last resort. ■ 

The practical efTect of any legisla- 
tion on the itert of the -Dominion Gov- 
ernment at thi.^ stage Is a .limitation of 
the rij;hts of the Province*" under the 
British North .Vmerica Act, and, there- 
fore, unconstitutional. 
. Even if the legislation proposiMl went 
no farther and was exactly parallel 
wilh the pi<]visions of Section Oi!, it is 
wholl.v ainii'i-cs.^ary and not contemplat- 
ed by Ihc fraini.'is of the Act. 

Tlie J>(iiiiin:<)n I'arlianient has no 
right to assume that the ]e;,'islature.s of 
-the new Pcovinces . will not perform 
their duty and, therefore, there is ex- 
cnso neither in law uor justice for what 
may bi> regarded as purely an act of 
flUiiererogution.

Such an asser- 
tion coming from n man less qualified 
to speak on the subject might have 
served to confirm the theory, but a 
man at 56 who "retires" to Oxford to 
occupy, an ; Important position^ cannot 
really "be regarded as believing. In hla 
own tcacblnps, otherwise he would re- 
fuse to saddle tliat institution with the 
dregs of his. career. ■ .: ^^ 

It Is probably;!.true thai a;|manil)e- 
comes fully, rriatured at or about' the 
age of forty, and that thereafter he Is 
less receptive to new Ideas, less orig- 
inal, and less progressive. Pliyslcany. 
ajSVaai^ events; b forty :%n5a isfty 

decline comnieiice^ and In too' many 
cases the body Clogs the mind. There 
are, however, those who believe thnt 
the mental faculties. If exercised, never 
stop developing. We have many won- 
derful examples of this. We have also 
splendid examples of men physically 
extending their lives Into the eighties 
and nineties with energies and facul- 
ties but little impaired. It depends 
upon the man himself, and, to a con- 
siderable degree, upon the stock he has 
sprung from. Ther* Is no rule gov- 
erning such matters. Some men arc 
older, mentally and physlcall.v, at forty- 
live than others are at seventy-five 
Cato It was, we believe, who studied 
Greek, after he was eighty. Most men 
would regard It a great task after 
thirty. 

From youth to thirty-five Is the for- 
mative period. ..The fpundajlon of a. 
man's career is probably all • laid In 
that time and his future determined, 
but the experience has been In many 
cases that the best work of life has 
been done loner after that As. a c0ji- 
splcuous InstanceA'^'We rnay-:" take the 
great work of MUton, conceived and 
executed in the blindness of his old 
age. Goethe completed the. second part 
of "Faust" in his elghty-flrst year. In 
fact, examples are .so nunaerous that 
the statement of Dr. Osier can only be 
accepted as iappllcable In a limited 
.sense in many cases, and as not neces- 
sarily true at all In many others. 

In too many Instances tho experi- 
ence gained from comparative youth 
upward "'only begins ' to blossom into 
ripe maturity at forty, and it is from 
thhs age onward that the world looks 
for well-balanced minds capable of 
governing it. II; :1s from this age on- 
ward that Irnjjulse Is largely eliminated 
from the character and a clear-sighted 
reasoning takes Us place. Youth — say 
from twenty to thirty-five — is every 
day graining that experience which in- 
vests • the individual with the sober 
judgment necessary for a proper ad- 
ministration of the world's affairs. In 
polltcal life particularly a man is look- 
ed upon as a,"' jjiiilor until he Is over 
forty — It has been Impossible for him, 
until then, to have gained tlie experi- 
ence that is necessary for the exploita- 
tion of his own ideas — brilliant though 
some of them may be. 

In the United States young men 
come to the front very rapidly and In 
the rush and bustle of life they snulX 
out at an early age. Dr. Osier has liv- 
ed many years In the United States and 
his judgment is probably based upon 
his experience there. Under proper 
mental and physical conditions of life 
there Is no reason why men should uot 
have a responsible grasp uf artalra 
while comparatively young, and old 
men sho,uld not remain young until 
they are at least eighty.

It la a pity that Dr. Csler's brilliant 
address at Baltlmcfre was not asso- 
ciated with a . more brilllant(ldea than 
that a man's usefulness wtfs on the 
decline at forty, and practically nil at 
sixty, In a very large inea.sure Dr. 
O.iler contradicts himself, for when ho 
was afl.ked,.l}ow he reconciled his idea 
with the fact of his having published 
hlH first book at forty and other books 
thereafter, he replied: "No man ought 
to think of writing a book until he Is 
forty. /Up' to that time he should be 
engaged upon inore Important things, 
creating what he Intemls to urlt.2 
about." ilow comes it (lion tliiit at 
forty he commences the task of em- 
bodylng hlaiiltfe-s work In book form— 
a tttslc that Is admittedly a more exA 
haustlve drain upoii the' Intellect, than 
anything else He couid iiave; 'encom- 
passed during his previous career? It 
Is quite palpable that the writing of 
a book of that nature and the others 
which followed It, notably "The Prin- 
ciples and Practice of Medicine," ne- 
ceH;^lta(t!(l an amomit iif close and con- 
cenlnited aiipllcallon which i.s Indl- 
crouH to attribute to a man "on the de- 
cline"— -and yet In face of this upheav- ; 
al of hla own convictions 1*116 learned' 
l)i-ofc.sii(>r still stands by his guns. As

HON. CLIFFOiRD SIFTON'S RESIG- 
NATION. 

The Winnipeg Free Press, which is 

generally understood to lie a 
personal organ, if not 'the per- 
son.il iiroperty, of Hon. Clif- 
ford Sifton. deals somewhat gingerly 
with that gentleman's retirement from 
the Dominion Cabinet. It does not think 
that the differences b<'tween Sir Wilfrid 
Lanrier and Hon. ClifTord Siflon are ir- 
reconcilable, but it observes that "Mr. 
Siftou's resignation, so promptly tender- 
ed and 80. sharply hisistcd upon, imli- 
catcs nn apprehension on his jiart, how- 
ever, that the situation is one that calls 
for serious action."

But 
we cannot cmiceive Sir Wilfrid persist- 
ing in urging the cilucatioiml <dause in 
lis jii't'scur form. Ir should, anil W(! trust 
will, he thrown into the inelting poc; 
and it is a (|Uos(ion if Ihc rest of tli<- 
hill shouhi not follow it there a.s there 
nre .some other provisions of the ineasur--! 
that might .'asily be imi>rovcd upon a 
second time."

TJioy al.so sliow the 
uietbodii adopted by the legislatures of 
those countries to attract capital for their 
lulnlug Industries. ' .■. 

The llrst article to whlcTi I allude Is cn 
titleil, ".Mining In liollvla," by U. II. 
Uradley, Jr., who tells us at page -i;!: 

"The Inimensi- <lei)uslts ot copper la Ho- 
llvla bavo reiiilereil that branch of the 
udaiiig Industry proiltalile for many years, 
wUh 110 apparent lUnilnutloa ot the supply. 
Cuppin- occurs native, as a KuliihUlo, usual- 
ly carrying gold, and as a carbonate. Ho- 
llvla'.s uriNit i.-opper district begin.') south 
of lialic Tillcaca, and extends over the 
vast iilatean lH't\ri.'en the coa.st and the 
eastern nioimtaln r.iiigu. At Corocoro, 
Just south of the lake, extensive mining' 
O[)eralioii.s have been In progress fin- a 
nuinlier of years. Here the veins ot native' 
copjiiT are ot Iniincnse size; though al- 
ready worked to a depth ot more than 
1,-UO feet, they appear to Improve with I 
depth. 'These veins are well dellucd and 
close together; .>loug their length they have 
been worked for over a mile and can be 
traced for miles In either direction." i

The si'coiid article to which 1 would 
rlraw altontlon is entitled, "Gold and Cop- 
per Mining In I'cru," by -Enrique Xiaroza. 
And again I onilt tin.' rotercnce* to gold and 
silver, ami refer only to what Is said of 
copper. 

The author says, at page .'54: "Iinpertant 
copper deposit s occur both In the roaHi re- 
gion and In the Sierra. The nio.st liniinrr- 
ant coniior districts are Cerro de I'asco, 
Vaull, and Huaroclilrl. The lirst named is 
the chief producer, and at the present time 
is .ittracting the attention of tlie entire 
mining world. .More Ihun half of the 
mines ot Cerro <le PaBco liave been ac- 
quired by the Cerro ile Pasco Mining Com- 
pany ot Ni-w York. The coiniiaiiy has con- 
slnicte*! a railway .M mlb-s Jong, and la es- 
tablisblug an imuieuse smelter which will 
have .a. dally, capacity of 1,000 tons. The 
work of preparation for operations on a 
large scale has been In progress for two 
years. No les.'; than ri.m) tons ot copper 
ii iiKinth, tj>l,t>ni tons a year, will be 'iiro- 
duci'd by fills i-omiiaiiy In the near tiitare. 
This wlil surpa,';s the combined production 
ot .Spain and I'ortuKal, and amount to aev- 
eral times tlie i iitlrii output of Chill, - If 
the priiiluction ot llie rest of tlic district 
and al«o of Yaull and Ilnraochlll bo added, 
Pera will become the second cop])er pro- 
ducer of the world." 

'I'he attitude ot the government of I'eru 
towariN tin- iiilnliig liiilustry is .sliown by 
thp folkuvlag extract; 

"The iiiiuing code ot I'cru toiilnliis the 
most liberal laws. According to provis- 
ions la -cffcct-'slncc 1001, any [ii rson, nii- 
flve or foreign, may licqulre proiiriitury 
rlglits In I'ern. All that Is reqiilreil Is a 
lu-lcf iJctltloii setting forth tin' iiiinihcr of 
claims desired, wliii.-li.ni.iy bi' from one to 
slxtv; the size ot a dulin is iiOO meters long 
bv 100' 'WldOi -coatalalug. about live acr «. 
c'laliiui :covcr'lns I'depoeltH'. of.'-.coal, gold, 
jilatliium and tin are double, that Is ten 
acris. The only <luty required is ?1I> a 
year, anil the linv siii-cllli'h that new duties 
may imt ln' linposiil prior to V.nn. 

"Tlie Import a tloii of every kind ot ap- 
paratus ami inarlilncry for work in mlntfB 
iH exenipt of all iliit,\, iiirluillng machin- 
ery iiiiil nuiti'rlals used in the construc- 
tion ot rollroids." 

It may not bi^ ainlsfl to point out that 
the "osltlon ot a gold miner is radically 
dirferent from that of a eopjier miner. 

The former produces an article of flJtcd 
value, not liable to bo depreciated by any 
over-production. 

The. latter . produces . nn article . of ilnctn- 
ating value, the price of wtolch Ih based 
upon the ratio of production. 

liolh nre alihe In this, that the miner 
I'liiuK.t, as In other liKliislrles or tradcH, 
jitilft any of his burdens <it taxation on 
to the should<,'rK ot his customers. 

TlilH fact alone ought to Influence any 
goveriuuent strongly against Imposing un- 
necessary burdens upon tho mining Indus- 
try, 

Copper being subject to flnctiintiug val- 
r.es,, the element of competition enters 
largely Into the consideration of those who 
Invest in it. On p.ige t;(i ot the above 
magazine, a ll.st Is given ot the Inrg si 
liroilui'liig countries In the world as regards 
the in-lnclpnl metals. The United States 
Is there shown to produce more than half 
of the copper of the world. .South Am- 
erica eoines only fonrlli nn the list; (.'an- 
ada Is not nientlimeil at all. \\'e are Just 
coiiiini'iiclng bosliicss, so to spcik. Now 
bearing In mind the strictly coininercl'U na- 
Inre of our copper huslneas, wliat policy 
dnglit we' to follow In our cfforta to com- 
pete with others who have already an es- 
tnbllslied hnslnessT Is It sonnd policy to 
make oar goods as exiiemslvo as posslbli' 
by Increasing the cost of their proibietlonV 
.S'nrelv not. Yet that in the policy which 

h.'is .1 II adopted by our leglsliit ere for 

till' l«ht eight years, And with wiiat re- 
.iiills'; 'l.'he mining Iniliistr.v lias been 
eriiBhed, nlniOHt to death. lint there Is 
BOincthlng more which stares im In the 
face. Othi^r countries, luider wiser rule, 
make their laws Just to the mine owner 
and also as liberal as possible to foreign 
cup.'tallsls. 

Such countries not only nttraet nilue 
owners and capitalists, who recognize that 
they are given at least a chance of oper- 



ating "at ;a proiflt, ■but ' they' naturally at- 
tract the -beat . working miners. 

"We have, by our Unwise legislative re- 
strictions, rendered it almost impossible 
to mine at a profit, and we have driven 
out nearly al' the prospectors who Bis'arm- 
ed over our mountains elgJit years ago. 
We have also lost hundrcd# of .good miners 
who Jiave been coinpoiled to leave our 
country by the closing down of mine after 
niino. .Vnd hnally we have cfl'ectnally dl.s- 
coiiragi'd the eaplt.illst from sinking any 
more money in our mines. 

lint we ni'cil not ilesiialr. We still have 
our magailicent iiiliii'ral lands almost an- 
louched. 

Let ns imitate tlie sensible tactics of llo- 
llvln and I'eru, and throw open our nihu ral 
londs on liberal terms, and I do not dinibt 
our mining Industry will soon advance by 
leaps nud bouuds.

Dear I'Vleuds— Wi; are met together to 
celebrate the teuth iiutilversary or our 
Frk'iKlly Help As.soclntioii — tiMi ycnrn In 
wlslcJi much jjood 'hiis l.>eei) acLoiupUahed 
and many hearts Jiavo Uecu cheered nud 
burdens lightened; ten yciii-M ot peaoc and 
good win among the workers, In which 
they -have striven fuUhfully to relieve nil 
cases ol 'distress brought to their uotlce. 

■Of eourijc we have made julstaketj; who 
liUH uutV Ai;d we have heard plenty of 
criticism. Some aay that we are maklus 
paupers by lielplug people wlio are uu- 
•worthy; others , say. that they .would no.t be- 
long to such a society, as we hard- 
lioartcd. One of our hardest problems Is 
to know ivliat to do witn chronic cases and 
men Who are iiUvays out ot work. It Is 
liard to let women and children aiitfer, and 
vet you cannot feed them without feedlui; 
the men. I do not ref^r to men who are 
out of work occaalonaUy, tUrongA no tanlt 
ot their own, and to whom wo ore always 
wUlUiK to extend a helping band, but to 
the men who, through drink or laziness, 
iiie continually out of work. 

I think that there should bo some place 
to put such, w-here they would have to 
work and .support their families. You Will 
see by the treasurer's report that we have 
practically the same balance on hand that 
we had ut the beginning of the year, anil 
our expenses have been about ^^."'0 more. 
This was caused principally by the tire last 
.sumnu'r, when a l.irge mniiber ut fauilUcs 
"weri; assisted. 

We sustained a great loss during the 
year when our president, JIlss I'errlu, ivas 
obliged to leave us. ■ Hut although the 
workers drop out, and tliclr loss Is severely 
felt, still the good work goes on, and we 
are convinced that It will continue to do 
£0, as long as the work Is necessary. \\ e 
are thankful to say that wc have our faith- 1 
ful treasurer still with us. She has held 
this office during the! whdle ten years, and 
few know how much work It Involves. It 
is not only paying the bills and keeping 
the accounts, but all applications for help 
are made to h;-r .through the district visit- 
ors, and besides this, the calls on her time | 
and patience are Innumerable. The appeal i 
at Christmas was generously responded 
to, and over one hundred families were , 
assisted with clothing, groceries, meat, etc. i 

The school children's as.slstauce was 
greatly annrcclatcd, as they bronglit such I 
a varied assortment of useful articles, that 
we could not have secured elsewhere, and 
many children lu poor homos were delight- 1 
cd with gifts ot dolls, hooks, etc, from 
them. 

In .Iooklng over the past year -vve thank 
God for what He lias enabled iis to do, I 
and we pray for His continued blessing on ^ 
the work. Our grateful thanks are also 
extended to all of our friends, v;lio have 
so generously assisted In the past, and we I 
again soUctt Chelr help for the coming 
yc^r. , „ . , 

At the present time we are hadly In need 
of clothing and furniture, crockcryware, 
etc., and. In fact, aiiythlnj; that Is useful 
In the home we can m.ike good use of, 
and win he gratefully received.

Mine Field at Esquimalt Being 
Raised— Under Water Work 
to Be Done by Navy. 



■ '..The mines laid at Esquimalt by the 
isubmarlne mining branch of the Royal 

"Engineers are being raised and will be 
Shipped to England by the British ship 
Penthllsea, now loading stores, ord- 
nance and naval supplies being return- 
ed to ESigland as a result oC the dis- 
mantling o£ the station. Moreover, tlie 
submarine mining corps now affiliated 
with the Royal Engineers of the Work 
Point garrison are to be disbanded; 
this decision has been reached by the 
■war ofilce. The work will hereafter be 
carried out by the navy Instead of the 
Royal Engineers. Tibs action is duo 
to the report of a special committee 
Which investigated the matter, which 
states that it considers the work of 
submarine mining could be better per- 
formed by the navy. No leflectloji was 
cast on the engineers engaged in the 
work; on the contrary.-the work of the 
corps has commanded unstinted praise, 
but the opinion of the committee was 
that the work belonged to the sea. ser- 
vice and this change is to tAke.'ettect, 
but not yet. ■ 

The deolsioa'yvriir have a far-reach- 
ing effect.*' fi'Accordlng to recent ad- 

. vices from 'England, the war office, in 
consultation with "the . admiralty, and 
acting on the Instructions of the naval 
and military defence committee, have 
decided for the present to hand over 
the submarine mining defences of de- 
fended ports to the navy. These ports 
are Portsmouth, Plymoutli, Milford 
Haven and Chatham, and in ilue course 
the submarine mining companies, K. 

E. , will bo withdrawn from tliese sta- 
tions and employed clsowiiero. The ad- 
miralty intend to abolish the system of 
mine lields, and to substitute a torpeilo 
and submarine defoiioe, aided by tlie 
existing searchliglits, which will con- 
tinue to he worked by the Sappers. 

A 'ev,- days ago the army council of- 
hclally notilied the ndlitary districts of 
this chaut'c in coast defence, which 
they state is due to '.lie new re(iiiire- 
ments of Imperial defence, and the 
council speak in excellent terms of the 
satisfactory and efllclent manner in 
which submarine mining duties have 
been carried out. This is, so. far, the 
present position of matters as It affects 
the Royal Engineers. 

The reduction ol the submarine min- 
ing branch 0( the corps of Royal Engi- 
neers will Involve thirteen regular and 
ten militia, companies. Tlie foreign 
service units are stationed at liermuda, 
Malta, Ilallfa.v, X. S., Hongkong and 
Esfiuimalt. At home, tlie tugular com- 
))anles .are employed at Gosport, Felix- 
stowe, Isle of Wight, Plymouth, Cork, 
Gravesend. Pembroke Dock and Sheer- 
ness. The militia units comprise the 

F. alniouth, Harwich, Humbe,r Medw.ay, 
Milford Haven. Xeedles, Plymoulh, 
Portsmouth. Thames and AVestern Di- 
visions. Tlie transfer of the mine lields 
to the admiralty charge will be a gen- 
eral saving, and on the army estimates 
a reduction of £100,000 per annum will 
result. 

The Royal Engineers will rc-t,tin the 
submarine mining sor\'ice for the ]ires- 
ont at such stations as Weymoutli, 
Cardiff, Hull, Eeith, Li v<>r|iool, (das- 
gow, etc. Tbese are classHii d .as "nii>i- 
cantlle iiorts," and will continue to lie 
defended by sections of tlie coast bat- 
talion, R. E. The auestion of retain- 
ing a submarine nilning defence for 
the Needles in the liand of the Royal 
IJngtneers Is under the consideration of 
the military authorities. 

Naval ofBcers and men have no love 
for the Brennan torpedo; it has been 
■nicknamed by them "the Engineers' 
toy," but It Is to be retained. In view 
-of the cost ot It.s installation, as part of 
the shore defences, and will bb run, as 
■now, by sections of the Royal Engl- 
■neers. This is apparently tlic only ex- 
•teht to, which the corps of Royal Kiigi- 
iiors will suffer at present by the new 
scdienie of home di'Tcnce.
